Asian Officer Indicted In Teenage Prostitatiorm 人 Case

SAN FRANCISCO - An Asian American 
police officer was one of 14 people indicted 
Monday by a San Francisco grand jury for 


allegedly having unlawful sex with teenage 


prostitutes. 

Patrick Miyagishima, 32,turnedbimselfin 
to authorities on Tuesday and was charged 
With two felony counts of having Sex with a 
minor. He was Teleased after posting $1,000 
bail and was Suspended without pay from his 
job with the SF Police Dept 

According tohislawyer, William Murphy， 
Miyagishima willappealthe suspension atan 
administrative_ hearing before the deputy 
police chief in charge of administration On 
Tuesday， 

Murphy said his client is“distressed ”over 
theindictmentL A7-yearveteran ofthepolice 
force he saidMiyagishimahas “an outstand- 
ingrecord and is well liked by everybody.: 


He added that his client was just one of a 
number of Asian Amercan police officers 
investigated in the case. 

According to Murphy，Pplictures of the 
Asian American officers under investigation 
were placed in abook and shown to the 
teenagers involved in the prostitution Ting 
and some picked out his client s picture， 

InAugustb eightAsianAmericanpolice of- 
ficers were interrogated in connection with 
the teenage prostitution ring which operated 
out ofahouse on 16th Street in SF S Eureka 
Valley， 

The officers hadrequestedlegal assistance 
from their union Over what they felt was 
discriminatory treatment by vice Squad in- 
Spectors who summoned them for question- 
ing without warning. 

Bob Barry,president ofthe Police Officers 
Association, told 已/ 泵 shortly after the inci- 
dent occurred that the eight were read their 
Tightsandthentoldthey werenotpermittedto 
call an attormney. 

Barry said the officers were “outraged ”by 
the manner in which the interrogation was 
handled. 

“ITdon't see why they couldn't have been 
treated like any othercitizen，he said.“They 
have nothing to hide.” 

Yesterday, Barry Said none of the officers 
interrogated by investigators that day were 
indicted by the grand jury. 

“It was abogus complaint，he Said.“The 


| officers were neverinvolved in the (prostitu- 
] ionm) ring. There was not a shred of evi- 
| dence.” 


He added that Miyagishima, the only po- 


lice offGicerindicted bythe grandjury, was not 
one of the original eight 奴 Sian American pO- 
lice officers hauled in for questioning, a fact 
concurred by Murphy. 

Barry said the police union assisted the 
officers in expressing their anger Over the 
unfair treatment but said the eight are not 
planning to file any formal complaint against 
the department.

ChineseAmericans,excluded from partici- 
pating in the US political process, Saw SUD- 
port for a free and democratic China as 3 
means to achieve greater equality in the 
States.，They saw how US officials listened 
when the powerful Japanese_ government 
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projecttaken overbyarepresentativebody in 
the community，Chan Said.“Weonlybegan 
to apply for AIDS monies because we SawW 
that no other group in the Asian community 
had taken the lead in providing services to 
Asians with AIDS.” 

Chan explained that AARRS had told the 
Asian AIDS Task Force andGAPAthatthey 
are willingtosetupanadvisoryboardto their 
board on AIDS lssues- Over ayear's time;

Approximately 560 of the districbs 8,000 
Students have limited English，but only a 
fourth receive bilingual classroom instruc- 
tion. 

TheremainderoftheLEP studentsreceive 
language and cultural instruction through 
JIndividual Learmning Programs (ILP). The 
program Places Students in English-only 
classrooms with teachers who have 30-hours 
of specialized training. The students also re- 
Ceive assistance from teacher's aides and 
tutors. 

Roos claims, however, that ILP programs 
are staffed by teachers; tutors and aides who 
are not qualified to teach LEP students and 
that the district has no formal guidelines or 
requirements for ILP staff. 

“Merely dumping astudentintoan English 
language classroom is not enough”said 
Roos.“The Berkeley Unified School District 
has seriouslyfailedtoimplementan adequate 
program to ensure that LEP students get a 
Sound education.” 

Roos added that he is not advocating that 
all LEP students receive bilingual instruc- 
tion. He conceded that bilingual classroomas 
are “not the likely approach to serve the 
diverse group in Berkeley.”The main issue， 
he said, is that the district has to provide 
enough quality programs，support and op- 
tons forLEP students. 

Attorneys forthe school district however， 
argue that Berkeley schools are providing 
adequate programas for all LEP students.

The districts approach to-the case has 
iaised questions of whether whatis on trial is 
bilingual education and not the Berkeley 
Unified School District. If the district wins 
the case by proving that the English-only 
approach is the best way to educate LEP 
students, then the case will set a legal prece- 
dent for similar cases involving bilingual 
education throughout the country. 

Some Supporters ofthe parents whohelped 
file the lawsuit claim the district is being 
aided by the US English forces who spear- 
headed Prop 63, the Califormnia English-only 
initiative. 

Thomas Donovan, attorney forthe district， 
Saidrepresentatives of US English have been

Stanley Diamond, one of the major forces 
behind Prop 63, acknowledged “US English 
is watching the case very carefully”and was 
present Friday to hear the final arguments in 
the case.

Carlin, who is directing Marco Mi1ions, that 
he had found the perfect actor“a man of all 
ages，toplay the pivotal role ofKublai Khan 
in the ONeill play， Carlin immediately 
agreed. She had met Sun when she directed 
Yo Cat Take 天 三 太 Zox in Shanghai a 
year ago last Spring, as part of a _ cultural 
exchange program between ACT and China. 
She was awareofSun's acting ability andthe 
fact that he spoke English, although he had 
never acted on the stage in English. 

In an interview this week, Sun and Carlin 
talked about the play and why it is an appro- 
priate production for ACT in San Francisco. 
“We decided to do Marco MiWionsy because 
this is the centennial year (ofO'Neills birth) 
and because it has roles for Asian actors 
Carlin Said. 

Other Chinese artists in residence with 
ACTfortheproduction are Jovita Chow and 
Chen Shao Ze. Chow, resident designer for 
the 9hanghai Youth Drama Troupe, designed 
the 100-plus costumes for Marco、Chen, the 
Shanghai company:s artistic director, is an 
artistic advisor to Carlin. Carlin worked with 
both of them in Shanghai last year, The three 
ChineseartistsareinSFundertheauspices of 
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ACT s Theatre Bridge Projecb an ongoing 
cultural exchange with the Shanghai Youth 
Drama Troupe.

Carlin Said ONeill was“fascinated with 
Asian despots,especially after reading (Sin- 
clair Lewis”noveD Bappitt”O'Neill saw 
parallels between the materialistic protago- 
nist of the Lewis novel and the Venetian 
explorer who he viewed as “an ugly Ameri- 
can.”JIn the play，Marco Polo's pragmatic 
approach to life is contrasted with the more 
Spiritual qualities that ONeill believed the 
Orient possessed. 

The ONeill play, as originally written， 
Was in eight acts. Carlin took a shorter three- 
hour versiom, cut some Scenes and then went 
back to the original play and added others. 
After checking her restructuring of the play 
with a local ONeill scholar and getting his 
recommendations,Shesentthefinishedprod- 
ucttotheEugeneO'Neill Foundation atYale 
University. The foundation is veryprotective 
oftheO'Neillplays,butCarlinreceivedtheir 
approval, although her version is authorized 
for the ACT production only.

The Phoenlx 人 lses: 
Oakland Chinatown

With restaurants and stores Opening up 
every weekandnew construction going on 
constantly，Oakland Chinatown has be- 
come one of the mostcommercially viable 
districts in Oakland. 

Itis difficultto believeinlightof all this 
bustiing activity and growth, that in the 
early 60$, Oakland Chinatown was on the 
verge of disappearing, brought on by Over 
80 years ofanti-Chinese Immigration lawsS 
andtheassimilation ofthe Chinese Ameri- 
can middle class into American SOCiety. 

This new boom has been due to Several 
major factors 一 theremoval of restrictive 
immigration quotas in 1963, which led to 
an enormous influx of Asian immlgrants; 
theend of US inmvolvementin the Vietnam 
War whichledtohundreds ofthousands of 
IefugeesresettlingintheUs;andthe grow- 
ingnumberofHongKong andother Asian 
investors Seekingbusiness opportunities in 
the Bay Area. 

From 1970to 1980, the Chinese popu- 
lation in Oakland grew anamazing 32.4%. 
According to the 1980 US Census,，OVer 
26,000 Asians live in Oakland with 57% 
identified as ethnic Chinese. Asians Were 
estimated at thattme to comprise close to 
8%ofoOakland'stotalpopulation.Oakland 
Unified Public Schools data gathered in 
1985 identified 15% of the total student 
population as being of AsSlian 3ancestry. 
Another Study estimates that the Asian 
populationinOaklandby 1986hadjumped 
to Over 38,000. 

While thesenew immaigrants have had 
to face the problems of adjusting to a new 
SOciety, Culture and language, the fact that 
there were commnunity-based Social Serv- 
ices already in Place when they arrived 
assisted them greatly in their transitional 
period. 


FIRST CHINESE SETTLERS 


The very first Chinese settlers to 
Oakland arrived in the mid 1800S. They 
faced many challenges, butthey were able

One early Oakland settler，Huie Kin， 
wriote ir his memoirs that while Some 
40,000 Chinese called the Bay Area home 
in the 1860s, most of them lived in San 
Francisco Chinatown with its stores and 
Services catering exclusively to the Chi- 
nesc.“Oakland Chinatown,”he wrote， 
“was a smaller affair, more Hke amining 
camp, with roughboardhouses onavacant 


lot near Broadway 此 I16th St Under the 
roof of the houses was a shelf built in the 
Tearandreachedbyaladder. Here we slept 
atnight rolled in our blankets, much in the 
manner of Indians.” 

Away from the relative Security of SE， 
these Settlers were looking for greater Op- 
portunities. With litte more than hope and 
courage, they moved into the white man s 
world in Oakland. Ar- 
riving in the 1850s, the 
Chinese found that 
there was alabor Short- 
age due to white woOrk- 
ers leaving the area to 
mine for gold，Anti- 
alien gold mining laws 
had kept most Chinese 
from going into min- 
ing，but they found a 
“gold mine ”of work in 
other areasS. 

In their willingness 
to go0 whereverthe jobs” 
Were，Chinese were 
able to take advantage 
of the many Opportuni- 
ties in the East Bay， 
wherethere werethriv- 
ing orchards, vegetable 
gardens and shrimp 
fisheries.By 1870, two 
to three hundred Chi- 
nese Were working 
the many industries 
and gardens. Chinese 
woOrkers also _ intro- 
duced intenslive farm- 
ing to the area. 

Oakland was emerg- 
ing 3S 3a Center for in- 
dustrial activity，and 
the Chinese found 
Work in the first major 
industries 一 tanning， 
wood planing，cigar 
making and flour milling. In 1868 the Pa- 
cific Jute Co. of Oakland，which made 
burlap from jute, wasestablished. By 1876， 
Some 120 Chinese employees did most of 
the work because white workers eschewed 
the 9$1l a day pay for manual labor. 


FARMING 


The Chinese, finding the areas SUrround- 
ing the growing town of Oakland rich in 
Soil，Soon became Self-employed Small- 
Scalecommercial farmers. They Sharecrop: 
pedthe land, Specializingin vegetables and 
fruits Such as strawberries and rasDberries. 

Chinese workersalsoplayedamajorrole 
in developing the waterSsupply of Oakland. 
In 1865, Chinese laborers were used in the 
construction of Temescal Dam, thus pro- 


viding Oakland with its first water System. 
Ten years later，the Chinese were again 
calleduponto damup SanLeandro Creekto 
create Lake Chabot. 

Other major construction projects of that 
time also employed large numbers of Chi- 
nese woIkers. Im addition to working forthe 
Six Iailroad companles located in Oakland， 
the Chinese were involved in making major 


improvements in the harbor for the Port of 
Oakland and digging the canal which made 
Alameda into an island in 1893. 

Before the Chinese were all forced by 
Tacist attacks to relocate to the 8th 多 Web- 
ster area, they lived in settlements Scattered 
throughout Oakland 一 close to where they 
had found jobs. These main settlements in- 
cluded: 1) 14th & Washington; 2) 17th 公 
Telegraph; 3) :19th & San Pablo ; 4) 4 中 和

While restrictive immi- 
gration ljaws keptnew arri- 
valstoaminimum, the new 
American-born generation 
of Chinese began to come 
of age in the 1920s. Grow- 
ing up im the fairly-insu- 
lated surroundings of Chi- 
natown，they existed in 3 
microcosm of the greater 
SoOciety.The overt Tacial 
barriers began to Subside 
andmany ofthese young people pursued the 
greater OpDportunities that their parents had 
only dreamed of.

Chinatown's economic gains, like those in 
the rest of the country，were brought to a

WWIEYEARS 


ThefactthatChinawasaUSallyinthewar 
ledtotherepealofthe ChineseExclusionAct 
in 1943，enabling Chinese immigrants to 
apply for American citizenship for the first 
time in 61 years， The war economy gave 
local Chinese a new range of job opportuni- 
ties，better Salaries，and ultimately much 
greater Social acceptance by white Amern- 


Cans. 

In 1945, the passage-of the War Brides Act 
enabled the foreign-born fiancees of US Serv- 
icemen toemigrate to the US, opening the door 
toaChinese American batch of postwar “baby 
boomers.，The Chinese community in Oakland 
grewfrom3,000in1940to5,500tenyears later， 
anincrease of 83%. 

But this substantial increase in population 
Was notenough to stem the decline of China- 
town. The breaking down of economic and 
racial barriers was a double-edged Sword. 

No longer trapped in low-paying jobs and 
Victims of housing discrimination，Chinese 
Americans wereabletomoveoutofChinatown 
and began to assimilating more quickly into 
American Society.Leftbehind were the parents 
who Still ran the family businesses and the 
greying bachelor Society. 

But like the legendary phoenix in Chinese 
mythology, a new community began to arise 
from the “ashes” 
oftheold.Thepas- 
Sage ofthe immi- 
gration actof 1965 
Opened ”doors 
long-barred to 
′ famailies of Asian 
immigrants al- 
ready living in the 
US. 

While the US 
-YY Chinese popula- 
Stion doubled be- 

/tween 1960 and 
1970, other Asian 
ethnic groups，eSs- 
pecially 天 oreans 
and Filipinos Saw 
an even more 
marked increase， 

Chinatown be- 
gan to take on a 
`、 pan-Asian charac- 
人 Ater with food 
Stores and restau- 
Tants catering to 
these new groups. 


9%ince 1975, the new immigrants and 
refugees from SoutheastAsiahave greatly 
added to the vitality and grow 了 由 of China- 
toOwn. Often Chinatown Storefronts have 
Signs in at least three different languages 
and the variety of foodstuffs found in the 
Stores defies description. 

The streets are crowded with double- 
parked cars, delivery trucks and pedestri- 
ans dashing into jam-packed groceries， 
with cratesoffruitsandvegetables spilling 
Out onto the Sidewalks. Young children， 
Waiting for their parents, become moving 
obstacles as Shoppers zig-zag around them 
and crates of newly delivered food. 


ENGLISH SPOKEN 


The smells of 人 sh，seafood，garlic 
ffying in ol， and freshly-baked fortune 
coOokies mingle with the sounds of people 
Speaking Vietnamese，Cantonese，Man- 
darin, Laotian, Cambodian, Tagalog and 
玉 orean. 

It seems only fitting that shoppers are 
often heard communicating with mer- 
chants in English 一 their only common 
language and the language of their new 
land. 

With the advent of the Oakland China- 
townRedevelopment Project anticipated 
tobreak groundby 1990,Chinatownlooks 
forward to also becoming home to a new 
cultural center 一 a place where ethnic 
Asian culturaltraditions can be taughtand 
performed for all of the citizens of 
Oakland. 

It has been only through hard work， 


perseverence and a Strong Sense of justice 


that the Chinese of Oakland have been 
able to sustain themselves through the 
hard tmes they have had to face. 

Andnowinthemidstofnew growthand 
development， it is important that the 
community recall its tumultuous history， 
keepinginmindthatthe health and vitality 
of a community is best measured by thc 
Social，cultural，political and emotional
